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CY2022 C&D Wood Market 
Constraints

• PRE-Greenleaf, Plainfield, CT
• Unscheduled shutdown of indefinite duration due to 

turbine failure (5/27/2022)

• Start-up date still uncertain
– Simple fix: resume operation ca. Oct/Nov 2022

– Rebuild turbine, est. 6 mos.: ca. 1Q2023

• Tafisa, Lac Mégantic, QC
• Scheduled 2-week shut-down for annual repair & 

maintenance in the mill
– Duration:  7/25/2022 – 8/08/2022

• Unlike past years, no excess storage capacity to accept 
any shipments during outage
